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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiner is too 
broadly interpreting the Ellis disclosure, and argues that simply because Ellis refers to the bit maps used to display the program guide 
information are downloaded, there is not indication that they transmitted from the headend, asserting that only program guide information 
is downloaded from the headend (applicant's remarks, pages 7-8). 

In response, Ellis specifically states in column 6, lines 28-32 "When the schedule system is operating, as discussed in greater detail 
hereinbelow, the microcontroller 16 takes the program schedule information stored in the DRAM 18 and, in conjunction with other 
downloaded data types such as stored bit maps for the screen configuration. .." From this it is clear that the program schedule 
information is a downloaded data type, and the stored bit maps are in the same manner also a downloaded data type. In fact, the 
system downloads all manner of content from the download center. For example, application software is also downloaded from the data 
center (see col. 5, lines 1-1 1 and 36-51). The data stream from the data provider is inclusive of all downloaded data types, such as 
programming information, bit map data, and application software. Column 4, lines 55-67 states the content of the data stream as 
including program guide information, but does so merely by way of example and does not limit the content of said data stream to just 
program guide information, as evidenced by the cited portions of columns 5 and 6. 

Further, applicant argues that there is no indication the bit maps are actually encoded at the headend, should they be downloaded from 
the headend (applicant's remarks, page 8). 

In response, the encoding of said bit maps is performed by the headend so that it may be inserted into the input signal which is part of a 
standard broadcast, meaning that the data must be encoded into the broadcast stream, as either a stand alone modulated broadcast or 
inserted into a channel with program content (see col. 5, lines 1-11).. 
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
